School Board’s Report. 


‘Drvision No. 1. The spring term was taught by Miss Carrie C. 
Leet of Keene. This was Miss Leet’s first school. Perhaps it was 
somewhat injudicious on the part of the school board to put an inex- 
perienced teacher in charge of this, the largest and most difficult 
school in town to manage, and if the result was not all that was 
hoped for, we need not take it for granted that, placed in a more fav- 
orable location, Miss Leet is incapable of doing good work. 

The fall term, Mrs. Susie B. Hurd, teacher. Mrs. Hurd is a fine 
scholar ; also, has an excellent method of imparting instruction to her 
classes in an easy, concise manner that is highly commendable. The 
only criticism of her schools can be that she is somewhat deficient in 
the power of restraining the disorderly element that occasionally 
crops out in ourschools. Theschool in this term made good progress. 

Division No. 2. The spring term was taught by Miss Kate O’Brien. 
For want of a better place, it was held in a room ofa dwelling-house. 
Of course, it was highly inconvenient to properly manage a school in 
such a location, but, nevertheless, considerable progress was made by 
the scholars. . 

The fall term, Miss Cora F. Sabine, teacher. After two weeks’ 
work in the same private dwelling, the school was moved into the 
new and commodious school house built during the past season, 
where it was successfully conducted for the remainder of the term. 

_ Drvision No. 3. Both terms taught by Miss Kate C. Allen, and 
both were very quiet, pleasant, profitable terms. Well disposed pupils, 
who wish to improve, can easily do so under Miss Allen’s tuition. 
She gained the good will of the pupils, and, so far as our observation 
extended, seemed to have no difficulty in maintaining order. She 
was exact about opening and closing school at the appointed time; 
seldom, or never, omitted recitations, and appeared ever anxious to 
do her whole duty, for all of which she has our esteem and approba- 
tion. 

Division No. 4. Summer term in No. 4, taught by Mrs. Susie 
B. Hurd, was a success. | a1 rt 

Winter term was taught by Miss Fannie K. Studley of Rockland, 
Mass. She tried to do faithful work, and in part was successful, but 
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lacked what so many teachers do, the ability to govern those that | 
ought to need no governing. 

Division No. 5.. Winter term in No. 5 was taught by Miss Sa- 
die L. Blaisdell of Rockland, Mass. Most of the patrons of the school 
were well pleased with the result and her manner of teaching. 

Summer term of ten weeks, taught by Miss Addie C. Currier. 
Miss Currier is too well known as a teacher to need any extended 
remarks as to her qualifications from us. Upon the occasions of our 
visits to the school the points of excellence noticeable were neatness, 
quiet and good order. We found here some exceptionally bright 
scholars, who ought soon to be attending a good high school. Miss 
Currier seems willing to do all in her power for the improvement of 
her pupils. The progress was very fair. 

Division No. 6. Miss Emma L. Morgan taught a spring term in 
this Division, where for several years past none has been held. There 
were but five scholars, nearly all of a tender age. Miss Morgan de- 
veloped a fine capacity for interesting young children in their studies, 
greatly to their advantage. 

In the fall a new departure was taken in this Division. Instead 
of employing a teacher, the mothers of the families were paid for in- 
structing their children at home. Whether this is a desirable method 
of settling a troublesome question is debatable. — 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

Nearly thirty years ago the State Commissioner of Education 
made the statement that Lempster was the ‘‘banner town of Sullivan 
County in point of education.’’ How do we stand today? There 
must have been, at that time, in the nine schools, 180 pupils. Now 
we can hardly master 80 in five schools. Nevertheless, few in num- 
bers, though they are, I am rejoiced to notice that they still keep the 
educational banner well uplifted. Although our schools are not 
without faults, they compare favorably with those of surrounding 


towns. >: ; 
The work of the district school is to lay a good foundation. 


‘Teachers who rear a superstructure without foundation make a mis- 
take. Reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, grammar, history, 
geography and hygiene are never out of fashion or behind the times, 
and we love to see teachers stimulating pupils to make as rapid pro- 
gress in those branches as is compatible with thoroughness. Never 
-encourage dawdling. Industry pays in school as elsewhere. If you 
see 2 scholar stuck in the mud of perplexity, make haste to throw 
‘light upon the dark place, thereby helping him to move on again be- 
fore he loses heart. To stimulate the idle and enlighten the dull 
scholars; is very hard work, yet, it is by no means to be neglected by 
any teacher who values her reputation. Bright scholars prefer to 
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move on with little or no help from the teacher. Other pupils, 
whose brains work with slowness and difficulty, long for assistance 
and ought to have it. 

_ Flags are now to be seen floating over many of the school houses 
of America, in order that the pupils may early in their lives learn 
lessons in patriotism. 

‘‘Breathes there a man with soul so dead, 
Who never to himself hath said 
This is my own, my native land!’ 

That flag stands as a sign or symbol of our country; a country 
for which thousands of her sons have freely laid down their lives. 
Today, if that flag were in danger from a foreign, or a domestic foe, 
thousands more would follow their glorious example. Boys may 
ask: Why should we so love our country as to be willing to die for 
it? Isit because it surpasses all other lands in extent of material 
resources, in infinite ‘variety of beautiful scenerv, in the longest of 
rivers, the loveliest of lakes and the highest cataracts? Oh, no. It 
is because the American people have been trained and educated in 
certain fundamental principles and laws, which tend to make us 
happy, secure in our life and property, and above all, in our freedom 
to worship God. It is clear that to understand these moral bonds 
that hold a nation together, education and instruction are necessary. 

Generation follows generation, but the country still lives ; hence, 
the importance of the education of the child, for the child of today 
will become the future citizen, the future statesman, the future 
president. The very existence of a nation is said to depend upon the 
training received by its men and women when young. Belief in 
God, in morality, in the ten commandments is as necessary to hold 
us a firm, united nation in the future asin the past. The interest 
manifested in the schools by parents and citizens is praiseworthy. 
May it never diminish. 

Our teachers have labored faithfully and earnestly, as a general 
thing, to benefit their pupils. We hope the pupils did all in their 
power to advance. The older scholars would be very much benefitted 
by a high school, with an energetic male teacher. It is of great im- 
portance that older pupils in a school set a good example for the 
younger ones to follow. They should show their love and respect for 
their teacher by doing all in their power to help her in her efforts to 
keep order. No human institution is perfect, but with parents, 
teachers and pupils co-operant, our schools will be as good as we can 


reasonably expect.

The Lempster Town Library has been fairly patronized the past 
year, but not as well as it ought to have been. I am sorry the peo- 
ple do not avail themselves of the use of the excellent literature upon 
the Library shelves. There are many people in town, both old and 
young, who have never even seen the room since it was fitted up for 
the books. Now, why is this so? If the older people do not manifest 
an interest in reading, of course, it will have an influence upon the 
children. 

For the last half of the year Miss Ella Evans has had charge of 
the library, and has been very pains-taking and careful. 

The record book shows a decrease in the number of books loaned. 
Now, that is all wrong; it should be just the reverse. There are 
many books that have never been taken out at all; good, solid read- 
ing. Stories ought not be the whole of one’s reading. New books 
are to be added soon. 

Whole number of books and magazines, 715. In most cases 
books have been returned promptly. The record book shows fines to 
the amount of $1.86, for keeping over stated time, $1.14 of which is 
due from four families. I hope the next year’s report will havea 
better record.
